ches made long and mournfully, were with 
a meer- deſign to awaken us, and bave ho- 
nefter Men employ'd, tho® there is much 
room to doubt all this ; byt Gemlemen, 
Genclemen, have you confider'd that theſe 
Things are the Foundation our Enemies 
have built on 3 have you ſeen yet whoſe 
Dtudgery. you- have been doing, -whoſe- 
Journey-men you have been x have not a 
Party of Men taken the Word from your. 
Months, quoted'your Speeches, and bought

up your Printed Papers, and diligently im- 
prov'd your Suggeſtions, to poſſeſs the 
World with a Belief, that our-Councils were 
confuſed, our Circumftances low and re- 
duc'd, andour Aﬀairs deſperate? — 11pon 
your Indiſcretion, 30 call it 10 worſe, GOD 
forgive you, if it bas been your Detign ; 1 
ſay, up2n your Indiſcretion has all this Fa- 
brick of Rebellion and Invaſion been built ; 
and now you may look back and ſee what 
you have been doing, and upon what Work 
you have been, I hope involuntarily, em-+ 
ploy'd about; it cannot but be an occalion 
of T hought to you, if you have any regard 
to your Native Countries Peace ——To re- 
f:&,. on your having givea the Enemy (ach 
a Plan of our Circumftances, howevrer 
wrong, that bas encourag'd them to Inſult 
us in ſuch a manner as you ſee has bapned. 

And take this along with you alſo, that 
Two Things have follow'd. ; 

Firſt, That if the French, *y the concur- 
ring Bleſhng of GOD, upon a Vigilant and 
Celerous Application have been diſappoin- 
ted —— The Nation owes 'very lictle to 
your Aſhftance in it, who gave two Hands 
to bring it on, but never ſo much as put in 
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YOUR "THUMB at Graveſend to refiſt the 
Corrent. 

| Secondly, That the lappy- diligence of 
the Government, has pur a Negaiive vpen 
all the noble Epechets; of D=ſperate, Deſpi- 
cable, Ruin'd, Miſerable, fc. put upon our 
Circumfrances, by theſe unhappy Repre- 
ſenters of the Nations Condition ; and yew 
ſee now,that with all theſe mouratful Repre-
